Poston, June 12.—Charles I>. Tuck­ 
er was electrocuted at 12:12 a. rn. for 
the murder of Mabel Page. 
Tucker wan 
officially pronounced 
dead by the prison doctors at 12:19. 
Three applications of the current 
were made. 
W hen Tucker arrived In front of 
the death 
chair he drew 
from his 
pocket a brief statem ent, 
which he 
read. 
The statem ent was: 
“I hope that God will forglvo me for 
all the wrongs I have ever done in 
my past 
life. 
I forgive 
everybody 
who has wronged me. 
I am at peace 
with my Maker. May God have mercy 
am my soul.” 
Tucker then sat down in the chair 
and after the guards had adjusted the 
straps the warden raised his hand as 
a signal to the electrician. 
After the 
first application 
of the 
electricity, Dr. 
Joseph McLaughlin, 
the prison surgeon, made an examina­ 
tion and announced 
that the pulse 
was still beating. 
After the current 
had been applied 
a second time the 
surgeon detected a movement of the 
heart, but when the current was ap­ 
plied a third time 
Tucker was pro­ 
nounced 
dead. 
This 
announcement 
was made 
at 12:19. 
The 
surgeon 
stated that Tucker w is unconscious 
from the moment the first shock was 
sustained. 


Needed No Assistance. 


Tucker, 
whose 
case had 
aroused 
great public interest and public dis­ 
cussion, and to save whom the most 
extraordinary efforts had been under­ 
taken, both by his counsel and thou­ 
sands of citizens, 
walked from his 
cell to the death chair unassisted. He 
walked without faltering. 
The prison 
guards had opened his cell door and 
euid: 
• Tucker, we are ready.” 
The condemned m an stepped quick­ 
ly from his cell and scarcely before 
the legal witnesses to the execution, 
who 
numbered 
six 
persons, 
had 
realized that the fin.ii moment was at 
hand, he had appeared before them in 
advance of tile jail officials. 
Just be­ 
fore reaching the electric chair Tuck­ 
er drew from the right hand pocket 
of his trousers a piece of paper and 
read mechanically 
the brief 
aline­ 
ment given above. 
After Tucker had placed this docu­ 
ment in his pocket he turned quickly, 
glanced toward the death chair and 
then 
feeling 
for his foot 
rest, 
he 
closed his eyes and did not open them 
again. 
The medical witnesses a greed th a i 
Tucker was unconscious if not quite 
dead 
at the very moment 
that the 
1,820 
volts 
of 
electricity 
passed 
through him. 
The crime for which 
Tucker was 
electrocuted 
in 
the 
M assachusetts 
state prison was the m urder of Mabel 
Page, who was stabbed to death at 
the home of her father in Weston on 
March 31, 1904. 
The evidence against Tucker was 
all circumstantial., .............

Jenate Accepts Conference Report on 
Indian Appropriation Bill. 
Washington, June 12.—In the sen­ 
ate' 
Senator La 
Follette made 
the 
statem ent that ho had been informed 
that an assistant to the commissioner 
to tho 
Five Civiized 
tribes had 
as­ 
sisted a legal firm in preparing the 
Indian roll and had then passed upon 
tile roll in his 
official capacity. 
He 
also said t hat a brother-in-law of the 
senator who had reported 
the or­ 
ganization providing a court system 
for indian Territory had been appoint­ 
ed a member of tile court thus created. 
These statem ents were made by the 
Wisconsin- senator in a speech in op­ 
position to the conference report on 
the Indian appropriation bill. 
The conference report was accept­ 
ed, however, regardless 
of tiiis op­ 
position and that 
of other senators, 
the expression of which consumed the 
greater part of the day’s session. The 
particular conference 
provisions to 
which objection was made were those 
relating 
to the 
enrollment of 
the 
Choctaw Indians, 
the settlem ent of 
the 
claim of 
ex-Senator Butler 
of 
North Carolina and other attorneys 
in connection with the Colville re se r­ 
vation in 
Washington, 
and the ad­ 
justm ent 
of Hie 
business 
of A. 
J. 
Brown as a director of several minor 
Seminole children. 
Early in the day the senate passed 
the diplomatic appropriation bill car 
rying $3,1 Fit.594, and the oath of of­ 
fice 
was administered 
to 
William 
Pinckney Whyte as successor of the 
late Senator Gorman of Maryland. 
T here was also a brief discussion of 
Senator Tillman’s 
resolution provid­ 
ing for an investigation among other 
things of the affairs of the Chicago 
National 
bank. 
Senator 
Aldrich, 
chairm an of the committee on finance, 
promised that the resolution should 
he taken up at once by that commit­ 
tee.

Several Others Missing as the Result 
of a Fire in New York. 
New York, June 3 2.—Four persons 
are known 
to be dead and 
several 
others are missing as tile result of a 
fire in a seven-story tenement house 
at 
209 East Ninety-seventh 
street. 
Two firemen were injured, one fatally,' 
by falling from the building. 
Scores 
of thrilling rescues 
took place and 
just, as the firemen were about to take 
a woman and her two-year-old baby 
from the fire escape on the third floor 
the 
woman fell, 
overcome by 
the 
smoke, 
and dropped the 
cliild. 
It 
was dashed to death on the pavement, 
thirty feet below. 
The building was occupied by twen- 
tv-onc 
families. 
The fire 
spread so 
rapidly that most of the inmates were 
cut off from escape except by the fire 
escapes. 
The four victims 
of tho fire were 
identified at the morgue as Rebacca 
Rabinowitz, 
thirty-three years 
old, 
and tier 
children, Abraham, 
seven 
months: Ida five years, and Fannie, 
eight years. 
The police have arrested Angelo R. 
Palladino, In whose flat on the first 
fi&or the fire started and his children, 
Louisa, aged 
seventeen years, 
and 
Pasquale, aged nineteen, on suspicion 
of setting tiro to their apartment. 


House Resumes Consideration of the 
Measure. 
Washington, June 12.-—After nearly 
four hours spent In the consideration 
of legislation affecting the interests 
of the District of Columbia, the house 
resumed consideration of the sundry 
civil appropriation bill, and after an 
hour and a half spent in its considera­ 
tion adjourned for the day. 
An amendment was adopted perm it­ 
ting the appointment of retired oft'e 
cers of the United 
States corps of 
engineers, U. S. A., as members of 
the international waterways commis­ 
sion, as provided for in the river and 
harbor bill creating this commission.

whole refused to make an additional 
appropriation for marking the places 
where American soldiers fell and were

China, on the ground that it was a 
bad precedent.

special grand jury which has been in­ 
vestigating insurance affairs for the 
past 
six 
weeks. 
The 
indictments 
were returned to Justice Scott in the 
criminal branch of the supreme court 
when the jury went 
before him for 
dismissal, having ended its labors. 
Six indictments were found against 
Dr. Gillette, five for forgery in the 
third degree, and one for perjury. Mr. 
Granniss was indicted for forgery and 
for making false statem ents to the 
insurance department, the latter be­ 
ing a misdemeanor. 
Both 
defendants immediately 
sur­ 
rendered 
themselves and 
were ad­ 
mitted to bail, Dr. Gillette In $10,000 
and 
Mr. Granniss 
in $5,000, 
their 
cases being put over 
until the first 
Monday in September. 
The forgery 
indictments 
against 
Dr. Gillette are based 
upon alleged 
false entries iii the hooks of the com­ 
pany mid the perjury 
charge grows 
out of his testimony before the grand 
jury. 
The forgery indictment against 
Granniss is based upon alleged false 
entries upon the annual report of the 
Mutual for 1904 to the insurance de­ 
partment. 
It is alleged that the sum 
of $1,044,05S.23, the net profits of the 
company for 1904, was not noted in 
that report, but was concealed by Mr. 
Granniss. 
Tile misdemeanor charge 
of making false statem ents grows out 
of the filing of the alleged false re­ 
port to the Insurance department,

ment the requirement th at the labels 
on the cans containing prepared m eat 
products shall bear the date of m anu­ 
facture. 
The problem of federal jurisdiction 
to enforce sanitary 
regulations, on 
which the question of constitutionality 
was raised, has a tentative solution at 
least 
in a proposition to 
have all 
labels for every 
character 
of meat 
product, canned ad otherwise, issued 
by Hie secretary and attached to the 
product only after such sanitary regu­ 
lations as 
the secretary shall 
pre­ 
scribe have been 
complied with and 
approval 
given by government 
in­ 
spectors. 
These 
government 
labels 
are then to be the passport of meat 
products into interstate and foreign 
trade and common 
carriers are for­ 
bidden to accept 
for shipment con­ 
signments 
of goods 
without official 
government 
labels. 
This 
provision, 
like all others, 
is only in the 
tenta­ 
tive stage. 
The question of who shall bear the 
cost of the inspection 
has not yet 
been reached in the consideration of

amendment.

Things were rather warm at the m eet­ 
ing of the board of education last night. 
The clash carne over the pay roll for the 
additional week spent preparing for 
commencement. The item objected to 
was that allowing Prof. Hanft 833.33 for 
the week. John Thompson and J. C. 
Congdon objected on tho ground th a t 
Prof. llanft was hired by the year and 
should do the 
work without 
extra 
charge. The contracts were hunted up 
and showed th a t while tho contract for 
1906-7 read “twelve hundred dollars for 
a school year of nine months” that of 
1905-6 read8133.33 a month. M r.Thom p­ 
son insisted th at th at was not in accord 
alice with the action of the board at the 
time of hiring and demanded that the 
minutes of the meeting in 1905 at which 
he was hired be produced. 
The sec- j 
rectary stated th a t they were not there 
b u t at his office. The objection was also 
made on tho ground that Prof. H anft 
had not made the report on the condi­ 
tion of the high school library for which 
the by-laws provided. 
While adm it­ 
ting t Iii-* Dr. Thabos, Mr. Nichols and 
other members of the board took the 
ground that as this was for extra work 
and not a part of the regular year .--sal­ 
ary, it could not be held up because the 
work of tho regular school year was not 
completed. The yeas and nays were 
called on the pay roll, all voting aye ex­ 
cept Thompson. 
When the president ca led the board 
to order the following members were 
present: 
Mahlum, Hohman, Johnson, 
Thompson, Erickson and Smith. 
After reading and approving tho min­ 
utes of the previous meetings the re­ 
ports of the superintendent were taken 
up. Tho amount of tuition received from 
out of town pupils for tho school year 
just closed was shown to have been 8104. 
Mr. Nichols came in. 
Tho superintendent’s report showed 
a total enrollment for May of 2,224, with 
an enrollment at tho end of tho month 
of 1,923. The average daily attendance 
was 1,837. 942 pupils were neither ab ­ 
sent nor tardy and 1,156 were not re­ 
proved for misconduct. 
28 days were 
lost by absence by the teachers. 
There 
were 51 cases of tardiness, nine cases of 
truancy and l l cases of corporal punish­ 
ment during the month. 
The treasurer s report of tho sinking 
fund for the year just closed showed 
89.261.11 at ; the beginning of the year, 
8506.11 added during the year, making a 
total of 89,656.25 now in the fund. 
A resolution was passed authorizing 
the refunding of the bonds soon to be­ 
come due. 
The bonds to be refunded comprise 
835,000,85,000 due July 1,1907, and 85,000 
duo each year until all are paid. 
T hey 
bear five per cent interest and will be 
refunded at four per cent. 
The new 
bonds cannot run less than live years 
or more than twenty.
